A DESPERADODONE

Slain After the Manner of Jesse
James’ Murder.

DESPERATE BATTLE BY CONVICTS

A Kansas Weman Held for Murder—The
Ceres Train Robbers Caught—A Mon-
tana Man Kills the Girl He Sought for
Wife—Other Crimes.

JAcKsONVILLE, Fla., Sept. 7.—Har-
mon Murray, the notorious colored ount-
law who has defied the authorities for
nearly a year and terrorized a wide sec-
tion of country, was killed about day-
light by Hardy Early, a colored lad of
17. Murray called on Early about 4
o'clock and ordered him to go with him
to Archer, where he said he was going
to “’kill soma Crackers” and then leave
Aichua county. Early did not want to
go but Murry toock Early to the latter's
brother’s house and made him produce
a double-barreled shotgun. Both bar-
rels were loaded with buckshot and
Early put fifteen more in a barrel. The
two then started toward Archer. Hav-
ing to pass throngh a swamp on the
way Early pretended he did not know
the trail, and asked Murray to lead.
Murray took the lead, and 1mmediately
Early poured the contents of both bar-
rels into the back of Murray’s head,
killing him ifistantly. Early then noti-
fied the people at Archer, and a crewd
went to the spot, brought the corpse to
town and afterwards sent it to Gaines-
ville, The excitement there was iniense,
as several lynchings of Murray's con-
federates have occurred in that vicinity.
Early was the hero of the hour and was
monnted on a box, from which he mads
a speech describing the affair. He will
get $1,500 in rewards. Murray hadl
killad seven mmen within the past few
months and was as fearless as he was
Oloodthiraty.

Desperate Fight Between Convieta.

FraskrorT, Ky., Sept. 7.—Two con-
victs in the pemitentiary made a deadly
assault npon each other and a third at-
tempted to separate them. All three
are in the hospital with fatal wounds.
The meu are Eli Lucas, serving a life
sentence for mnurder; William Belle-
meyer, serving fifteen years, and Will-
inmn Johnson, serving twenty-one years,
There has been some feeling existing be-
tween Lutas and Bellemeyer, and Belle-
meyer made a rush at Lucas, who drew
a knife and made a sweeping cnt across
Bellemeyer's abdomen. Johnaon inter-
fered, and a brick thrown by one of the
others struck him on the head. Belle-
meyer then knocked Lucas down and
stamped him about the face and breast.
At this juncture the gaards arrived and
put anend to the affair. Bellemeyer
will die. Lucas isinsuch anu
nizabie and bruised condition that it is
difficult to ascertain the extent of hs
wounds, Johnson's skull was cracked.
